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Camp Harrison — Civil War prison camp 


Two cemetery monuments 
endure as reminders of the time 
during the Civil War when Terre 
Haute hosted Camp Harrison, a 
rebel prison. 

The stockade was housed 
between February and May 1862 
in the vacant Henry Williams’ 
pork packing house, situated in 
what is now Fairbanks 
Park. 

One of the monuments is the 
impressive obelisk in Confederate 
Circle at Woodlawn Cemetery. 
which commemorates the deaths 
of as many as 13 captives during 
their Terre Haute habitation. It 
has been discussed in earlier 
columns. 

The other memorial is the 
gravestone of Col. Bernard F. 
Mullen, commander of the Indi- 
ana regiment dispatched to Camp 
Harrison on Feb. 24, 1862, to 
guard 279 prisoners [roin Ten- 
nessee and Alabama cavalries 
who had been captured at Fort 
Donelson. 

Eventually, more than 800 
men were imprisoned at the Terre 
Haute camp before being trans- 
ported to Camp Morton in Indi- 
anapolis. 

Col. Mullen, who became a 
Terre Haute resident after the 
war, is interred at St. Joseph's 
Catholic Cemetery, which adjoins 
Woodlawn. 

А native of Manayunk, Ра., 
then a suburb of Philadelphia but 
now a part of the city, Mullen 
relocated to Ripley County, Indi- 
ana, as a teenager. His older 
brother Alexander became a 
physician and, in 1845, Bernard 
enrolled at Versailles Medical 
Academy, 11 miles south of his 
hometown of Napoleon, Ind., to 
seek instruction. His brother, later 
a prominent St. Louis doctor, was 
a member of the faculty. 

While diligently pursuing a 
medical education, Bernard and 
two classmates - Jonathan Gor- 


don and John Glass - decided 
they could advance their knowl- 
edge by doing an autopsy of a 
recently deceased person. Plans 
were hatched to illegally exhume 
a body from a Versailles ceme- 
tery. 

The scheme was discovered 
and a posse surrounded the group 
during the dig. Mullen and Gor- 
don escaped on horseback but 
Glass, in a des- 
perate effort to 
escape, leaped

MIKE miraculously fell 
MCCORMICK — on branches of a 
tall elm and sur- 
vived with a few broken bones, 
cuts and bruises. 

To avoid prosecution for 
attempted grave-robbing, Mullen 
abandoned medical school and 
volunteered for service in the 3rd 
IndianaWolunteers during the 
Mexican War. From June 26, 1846 
until Oct. 31, 1846, he was a 
steward. Then, he was assigned to 
Col. George W. Morgan’s 2nd 
Ohio Volunteers as an assistant 
surgeon. 

In February 1847, he was 
appointed surgeon at the General 
Hospital in Jalapa, Mexico, and 
was honorably discharged April 
20, 1847, one of the youngest men 
to serve as an American surgeon 
in the Mexican War. 

Returning to Indiana, Dr. 
Mullen settled in Madison and, on 
April 9, 1849, married Mary Е 
Mancourt. They eventually had 
four sons and a daughter. In 1853, 
he took his family back to 


Napoleon, opened an office and 
joined the National Rifles, a Rip- 
ley County militia unit, attaining 
the rank of colonel. 

In November 1861, Indiana 
Gov. Oliver Morton authorized 
Mullen to form the 61st Indiana 
Regiment, the second Irish regi- 
iment mustered in Indiana. Until 
the day Adjutant Gen. Laz Noble 
ordered his regiment to guard the 
rebel prisoners at Terre Haute, 
Mullen was engaged in recruiting 
troops with limited success. 

On May 22, 1862, the 61st 
Indiana was merged into the 35th 
Indiana Regiment, the first Irish 
regiment, under Col John C. 
Walker. Dr. Mullen was commis- 
sioned lieutenant colonel and the 
unit was dispatched to Shel- 
byville, Tenn. 

Instant acrimony emerged 
between Mullen and Col. Walker, 
who tried to block Mullen from 
assuming command. In July 1862, 
Mullen was arrested for incompe- 
tency. After an evidentiary hear- 
ing, Mullen was exonerated, but 
Col. Walker was charged with 
unmilitary conduct, forcing him 
to resign. On Aug. 7, 1862, Lt. 
Col. Mullen was commissioned 
commanding colonel of the 35th 
Indiana, initially attached to Gen. 
Mahlon Manson’s Division of the 
Army of the Cumberland. 

Mullen’s regiment participated 
admirably in skirmishes at 
McMinnville, Franklin, Perryville, 
Crab Orchard, Dobbin's Ferry and 
Stone River. At Dobbin's Ferry, Lt. 
Bernard R. Mullen, the son of Dr. 
Alexander Mullen, was killed. At 
Stone River and at Murfreesboro, 
Col. Mullen was wounded and 
contracted a serious lung ailment, 
probably tuberculosis, but contin- 
ued in the field. 

In February 1865, he received 
a 20-day leave but, while recover- 
ing in Madison, suffered a serious 


, relapse. By May, he could;eonduct 


regimental affairs by mail and 
visited several Indiana cities, 
including Terre Haute, at Gov. 
Morton's request, to recruit troops. 

On June 12, 1865, in anticipa- 
tion of a possible invasion into 
Indiana by Confederate Col. John 
Hunt Morgan, Gov. Morton 
named Mullen as commandant of 
the Army post at Madison. 

At Mullen's invitation, about 900 
members of the Indiana State 
Militia under Col. Samuel B. Ser- 
ing arrived to protect Madison in 
early July. 

Morgan's Raiders entered 
Corydon on July 8 and defeated 
Union forces guarding that city in 
one day. Mullen placed Madison 
under martial law, dispatched 
troops into the hills surrounding 
the community and felled trees to 
block access roads. A small 
force feinted attack on Madison 
while Morgan's main army suc- 
cessfully attacked Versailles. 

Feted many times for his lead- 
ership during the war, Col. 
Mullen relocated to Terre Haute 
in early 1871. Though never fully 
recovered from lung ailments, he 
practiced medicine and became 
active in the Democratic Party. He 
also was recognized for his artis- 
tic bent as an author, poet, com- 
poser and master of the piano; 
violin and cornet. 

In January 1879, Dr. Mullen 
was selected by a state party cau- 
cus as Democratic candidate for 
State Librarian. However, he died 
on Feb. 3, 1879, while campaign- 
ing in a room at the Occidental 
Hotel in Indianapolis. A special 
railroad car transported his body 
to Terre Haute for viewing and 
services at the Mullen residence 
at 1530 Liberty Ave. and burial. 

The Mullen family stayed in 
Terre Haute. Son Alexander 
Mullen later was elected city 
clerk.

1890 fire that destroyed Early Pork House ends era 


There have been bigger 
and more sensational fires in 
Terre Haute but few were 
more symbolic than the May 
28, 1890 blaze that destroyed 
Early Pork House on the east 
side of Water Street, between 
Canal and Sycamore streets. 

At 10:40 a.m., Elmer God- 
dard, a switchman for the 
Terre Haute & Indianapolis 
(or Vandalia) Railroad, noticed 
a fire in the southeast corner 
of one of two warehouses in 
the pork house complex 
south of Sycamore Street. He 
triggered an alarm. 

By the time the fire 
department arrived the blaze 
was burning furiously. 

Winds carried the flames 
north, setting fire to a brick 
tenement house at the corner 
of Water and Canal streets. 
The building, known as the 
Drover Hotel during the 
Wabash and Erie Canal era, 
housed six families. 

George Pittman, one of the 
occupants, leased the building 
from the Early family and 
sublet units to George Wilson 
and his family, the Jerome 
Grim family, William Skaggs 
and his family, Dave Kennedy 
and his family and 77-year 
old Margaret Carr, mother of 
recently deceased newspaper 
publisher Perry S. Westfall. 

Mrs. Carr was sick and 
needed assistance to be 
* removed from the burning 
building. Kennedy was severe- 
ly burned on his hands, arms 
and neck trying to remove 
valuables from the inferno. 

As firefighters frantically 
fought the tenement house 
fire, flames jumped across the 
railroad tracks to the brick 
pork packing house. The 
northeast corner of the pork 
house caught fire and the 
flames spread quickly. Five 
hose companies devoted all 
of their their attention to the 
building, saturated with 


decades of grease and lard. 

Firefighters kept busy run- 
ning from place-to-place as 
flames previously believed to 
be extinguished broke out 
again. 

Shortly 
after noon, 
the north 
wall of the 
tenement 
house col- 
lapsed. 

By 2 p.m, 
the fire had 
run its 
course. The 
two frame 
= warehouse 

buildings 

were totally 

destroyed. 
The brick outside walls of the 
pork house remained stand- 
ing but the interior was com- 
pletely burned. 

The two remaining walls 
of the tenement house were 
pulled down as they were 
considered dangerous. 

The demise of Early Pork 
House 120 years ago was a 
milestone, ending an era 
commencing in 1824 when 
pork packing was the com- 
munity's leading industry. 

Benjamin Ives Gilman of 
Cincinnati is credited with 
establishing the first local 
pork packing business in a 
small brick structure at the 
northeast corner of First and 
Mulberry streets. 

Gilman did not live in 
Terre Haute long, selling his 
business to Joseph Miller, a 
native of Oswego, N.Y., in 
1825 or 1826. 

Miller owned the business 
by himself for several years 
before uniting in a partner- 
ship with Jacob Drennan 
Early, a native of Flemings- 
burg, Ky., in 1836. 

Pork and lard were 
shipped by flatboat to New 
Orleans.

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Like many other pork 
merchants, Miller traveled to 
southern ports by stagecoach 
and steamboat to monitor the 
sale of his goods. 

Over the years, the 
Gilman-Miller-Early packing. 
house was owned successive- 
ly by John L. Humaston, 
Lucius Ryce and James Ross 
and William Reiman & Co. 

John F. and William S. 
Cruft operated a pork house 
on Water Street, north of 
Wabash Avenue, for a few 
years in the 1850s. They sold 
the business to John Burson, 
who had been packing in a 
cheap frame structure south 
of Wabash. 

Alexander McCune man- 
aged Burson's Pork House for 
a few years while Daniel 
Johnson and Ralph Wilson 
opened a slaughterhouse in a 
frame house on the north 
side of Wabash near the river. 

Jacob D. Early, after associ- 
ating with Joseph Miller for 
about five years, opened a 
pork house of his own in a 
cooper shop owned by 
George Hamer on the south 
side of Mulberry at First 
Street. 

That building was used as 
a theater during the early 
1840s and, finally, was con- 
verted permanently to that 
use. 

Chauncey B. Miller built a 
slaughter house in 1841 at 
the corner of Canal and 
Water streets and used it until 
1845, when he rented it to 
Jacob Early. Early purchased 
the building in 1848 and 
built a much larger pork 
house at the site in the same 
year. 
In 1842, John Boudinot, 
James Farrington and Israel 
Williams, brother-in-law of 
Chauncey Rose, built a pork 
house in the area now known 
as Fairbanks Park. The firm 
was known as John Boudinot 
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& Co. It succeeded by Henry 
D. Williams & Co., which 
built a much larger facility at 
the site in 1848. 

Boudinot and Levi G. War- 
ren helped Samuel Paddock 
build a pork house on the 
south side of Wabash in 1849 
while George R. Wilson and 
William B. Warren erected a 
slaughterhouse near the river 
between Tyler Street (now 
Tippecanoe Street) and the 
Alton & Terre Haute Railroad 
bridge in 1850. 

The McKeen family - par- 
ticularly Benjamin McKeen - 
associated with Paddock & 
Co. in business and marriage. 
So did distiller Alexander 
McGregor. 

John Duncan, a reputable 
packer of English meats, 
located in Terre Haute in 
1856, first associating with H. 
D. Williams & Co. and later 
with Jacob D. Early & Son. 

By that time, railroads had 
succeeded flatboats as the 
primary means of transport- 
ing freight. In 1852 - the 
year the Terre Haute & Rich- 
mond Railroad commenced 
operations - a record 108,791 
hogs were packed in Vigo 
County. 

The Civil War had an И 
impact upon pork merchants 
in the Wabash River valley. 
Trade with southern ports 
was thwarted. The facility 
owned by H. D. Williams & 
Co. was closed and converted 
into a Confederate prison for 
several months in 1862. 

After the war, the pork 
industry remained vibrant. 
But unregulated freight rates 
imposed severe hardships on 
farmers. During 1870 and 
1871, only Early Pork House 
- then owned and managed 
by Samuel Stockwell Early - 
was in operation. 

Samuel Early closed it in 
1879 and died in September 
of 1884.

Their quarters are well-warmed with large stoves and have 
bunks furnished with clean straw. 
. "They receive the same subsistence in every respect as our own troops—consisting of full ra- 
tions of coffee, fresh bread, meat, beans, hominy, rice, potatoes, etc.—indeed everything authorized 


by our Army Regulations. 
"Some have received blankets 
and clothing from the U. S. Quar- 
termaster . . . (hey are supplied 
with materials and allowed to

When the fact was brought to 
Governor Morton's attention that 
about three hundred of the Fort 
Donelson captives were badly in 
need of clothing, he telegraphed 
the Secretary of War for orders 
to have their wants supplied by 
the U. S, Quartermaster at In- 
dianapolis and the order was 
promptly given. After that when- 
ever a prisoner needed clothes, 
Shoes or whatever else that was 
essential to his health or com- 
fort, the government supplied his 
needs. 

Another account relales that 
after the capture of Fort Donel- 

,Son a number of rebel prisoners 
| were brought here ard quartered 
| at Farrington & Williams Pork 
! House on South First, a building 
that was aflerward used by the 
distillery as a bonded warehouse. 
There were several hundred of 
these prisoners, principally from 
Tennessee. After being paroled, 
a number of them remained 
here, and it was said that some 
enlisted in the Union Army. Two 
escaped from the guard, but were 
recaptured south of the city. А 
number of them died and their 
bodies interred in Woodlawn 
cemetery. 

800 Prisoners Here. 

Still another source states that 
"on February 22 and 23, 1862, 
three thousand, seven hundred 
prisoners and some сіріМму ob- 
ficers arrived in Indianapolis. 
About eight hundred prisoners 
iwere also quartered at Terre 
Haute in large warehouses.

On arrival in Indiana many of 
the Fort Donelson and Fort Hen-

Another informant told of 
hearing their neighbor, old 
"Uncle" Lemuel Austin who has 
been dead for many years now, 
tell of the prison camp for Con- 
federale captives during the 
Civil War which was “ on the 
east side of First street, about 
three blocks south of Hulman, 
directly across the street from 
the present junkyard... nothing 
left hut the foundation.” At the 
lime Mr. Austin spoke of this he 
was blind, a Union veteran of 
the Civil War, and lived on Ar- 
leth street. 

The described location was 
looked over very carefully, and 
sure enough, there are hewn 
stone foundations still in place 
for a very large building—large 
enough to have been а ware- 
house a century ago.

Whereabouts Never Proven. 

The exact whereabouts of this 
Confederate priso nhad never 
been proven to my satisfaction, 
So I started my own investiga- 
lion. One clue was found in an 
l old  newspaper—"the building 
1 where the Rebel prisoners of war 
were confined was the Farring- 
ton and Krumbhaar Pork House 
at about the 1800 block on South 
First street.”

Curing the Civil War is now! 
known as the Scholz Heirs Sub- 
division. As far back as 1874 the 
land from First to Second streets 
and from Idaho to past McKeen 
street was vacant and listed in 
the Atlas belonging to the 
"Shutz" family. This was obvi- 
ously a misspelling. The 1895 
Atlas shows that the land was 
owned by William Scholz, and 
by 1907 the Atlas of that year 
gives the plot of land as the 
“Scholz Subdivision.” From Ida- 
ho to McKeen the 172 fect by 
196 feet section was divided 
into two 45-[oot lots and the rest 
left in one piece.

On Feb. 26, 1862. residents of 
Terre Haute read in their news- 
paper, The Daily Express, that 
“the first lot of prisoners reached 
this city from St. Louis at 1 o'clock 
this morning. They remained on 
the train until daylight when they 
were escorted to Farrington & 
Williams Pork House by a detach- 
ment of the Sixty-first Regiment, 
Colonel Mullen. We have not yet 
been able to learn anything of the 
personnel of the prisoners. We 
believe they number about three 
hundred and fifty.”

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|1911. there appears an incident which happened many times during the Civil War in different

"with Middletown, and involved the grandfather and great-grandfather of Byron Harrold and his 
| son, Conway Harrold, well-known residents of this city, I decided to pass it on to my readers. 


from the ‘General General.’ as 
they dismounted ала struck 
camp near the eastern side of 
town. A force of spies was sent 
into ‘Camp Saloon’ to ascertain 
the strength of the enemy. The 
strength and supply was found to 
be about equal. The spies finally 
captured ‘Demi John’ and рго- 
ceeded to carry him back to the 
camp, and upon their arrival 
there all made merry at the ex- 
pense of their captured friend. 
A war dance was held around 
‘Demi John’ and reel after reel 
was danced. By the time the gray 
dawn came peeping over the 
hills, they were all in a maudlin 
state and ready to face anyone, 
even the enemy. Suddenly the 
cry of ‘On to Victory’ stirred the 
men to the danger point. The 
password of the day, ‘Remember 
Waterloo, was passed from 
mouth to mouth, their good, old 
trusty squirrel rifles examined 
and a warlike dash was made 
into town. Consternation reigned 
among the inhabitants. Excite- 
ment ran riot. The town was in- 
vaded, apparently by an enemy. 
Through the main thoroughfare 
they galloped at breakneck 
speed. At the ringing command 
of ‘Comanee, Halt!’ the brave 
(?) men stopped at the bidding 
of their valiant commander. 
They had stopped in front of the 
home of Frank Harrold, who at 
that time was in the service of 
his country. In loud tones they 
demanded his surrender and the 
possession of a certain man, 
Isaacs, whom he had reecntly 
captured. 

"That the reader may better 
understand the meaning of this 
invasion, we will recite the inci- 
dent as it actually occurred. The 
body of men, who purported to 
be soldiers were nothing more 
than the local organization of the 
Knights of the Golden Circle, 
who were sympathizers with the 
South but who did not have 
nerve enough to come out boldly 
and declare their teachings to the 
public. The man Isaacs was an 
organizer of these bodies. He was 
then in the locality of Middle- 
town proceeding with his work. 
Frank Harrold, a loyal, patriotic 
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Patricksburg 


gone to the front to help protect 
the nation. He had been given 
the position of Orderly Sergeant 
іп Co. F, 71st Regt. Indiana Vol- 
unteers. He had been assigned to 
special duty as Provost Marshal, 
under Colonel Carrington at In- 
dianapolis and his work was that 
of hunting up deserters and oth- 
ers who were working against the 
government. Isaacs was busy with 
his organization work in various 
parts of the state and notice of 
this had come to the army au- 
thorities and Sgt. Harrold was 
sent out on a special mission to 
get this ‘Copperhead,’ dead or 
alive. At this critical time it was 
such men as Isaacs who were do- 
ing more to undermine the gov- 
ernment than the whole South- 
ern Confederacy, and they were 
treated with as much contempt 
as though they had been spies. 
Isaacs was a muchly-wanted citi- 
zen, for he had been very promi- 
nent in this work of organization. 
Harrold’s instructions were to 
hunt up this man and arrest him 
at all hazards. Upon his arrival 
at his home at Patricksburg. he 
was informed by loyal advisers 
that Isaacs was then in the vicini- 
ty of Middletown and he pro- 
ceeded there at once. Waiting at 
the post office. he did not have 
long to tarry, when in walked his 
“man” and asked of the postmas- 
ter, ‘Is there any mail for 
Isaacs?’ Before he could get his 
next breath, Harrold had the man 
in irons and at once started back 
to Patricksburg with his capture, 
but upon his arrival there loyal 
friends advised that he had bet- 
ter take the man and leave town 
at once and get into a more loyal 
neighborhood than theirs. Har- 
rold did this, and had been away 
from town several hours when 
this, the desperate charge de- 
scribed in the beginning, ос- 
curred. This body of the Knights 
of Golden Circle was under the 
command of Captain Nathan Har- 
rington, and they thought it their 
loyal duty to recapture this man 
and give him his freedom. When 
the company stopped in front of 
Harrold’s home and demanded 
the surrender, there was not a

Soldier Gets Revenge. 


"Upon arrival at Indianapolis, 
Sergeant Harrold turned his pris- 
oner over to the goverment au- 

| thorities. Some time before this 
incident occurred, Isaacs had 
borrowed a horse of David Ran- 
dolph, a citizen of the county, to 
ride about the country. Upon 


learning of his imprisonment, 
Randolph, together with John 
Laymon, went to Indianapolis 


and gave bail for Isaac's free- 
dom. This was done that Ran- 
dolph might get his horse back. 
Isaacs, after temporarily getting | 
out of this difficulty, took up his 
work once more. When up in the 
vicinity of Kokomo, where his 
affection for the rebels was not 
so well appreciated, he was 
taken out by a band of loyal! 
citizens, one night, and strung ир! 
by the neck, until he was dead. 
"At the treatment he had re- 
ceived, Harrold felt that not only 
his country had been insulted, 
but that the sanctity of his own 
home had been invaded, and at 
the close of the war, at a sol.

At the battle of Greenbriar, on 
October 3, 1861, Pvt. Harrold 
made a record capture, corralling 
single-handed nine Confederates 
in one group. On March 23, 1862,

big fight at Winchester, Va., and 
here Harrold received his first 
wound of the war, a minor flesh 
wound. 

The Fourteenth Indiana was 
ordered to join the army of the 
Potomac on July 3, 1862 at Har- 
rison’s Landing, Va. At Antietam, 
Maryland, on September 17, 
1862, the Fourteenth began to re- 
alize what war really was, and 
there also began Corporal Har- 
rold’s remarkable series of 


> wounds. ‚ 


К probably one of the most remarkable in the history of the Great 


Rebellion. His birthplace was a 


This reg!ment was opposite 
Bloody Lane, where the hardest 
fighting occurred. It was the 
bloodiest battle of the war and 
neither side could lay claim to 
much of a victory. The Four- 
teenth had 320 men engaged and 
181 were killed or wounded, a 
little over 54 per cent. Company 
H lost six men. 

In this battle Jesse Harrold 
received four gunshot wounds, 
all in quick succession, which 
made five punctures in his body. 
In fact, he was shot four times 
before he fel! to the ground, in 
a veritable hail of lead. He was 
first shot in the right thigh, 
causing a flesh wound. The sec- 
ond shot came quickly and caught 
him in the left elbow. While 
holding his arm апа leaning 
over, the third shot struck him 
in the back of the head, splitting 
his head from base to crown. He 
threw his right hand to his head 
and the fourth shot entered the 
point of his left shoulder and 
came out below the shoulder 
blade. 

He was carried back to the 
ficld hospital and placed in a 
fence corner. The nights were 
cold and he started out to find 
his knapsack and blanket. Being 
slightly delirious, he became lost 
and wandered into the rebel lines 
and out again. All night he 
tramped the battlefield without 
food or water, before he real- 
ized what he was doing. When 
he partially recovered his senses 
he returned to his fence corner 
and lay down. 

The Federal troops were forced 
to care for the wounded of both 
sides and had to bury the rebel 
dead as well as their own, so 
Harrold lay in a fence corner for 
five days waiting on himself, 
without medical attention, except 
when a hospital steward took 
seven stitches in the back of his 
head. On September 22 he re- 
ceived his first real medical at- 
tention. His wounds were dressed 
and һе was sent to а hospital 
where his elbow was resected, 
after which he lay for 64 days 
on an iron bed, turning neither 


to right nor left and taking no 
medicine. The day after the 
battle Harrold had been pro- 
moted to Second Lieutenant, but 
it was some time before he knew 


| about it. 


Returns to Duty. 


By December he was back to 
duty and fought at Fredericks- 
burg. On. May 1, 2 and 3, 1863, 
occurred the battle of Chancel- 
lorsville where “Fighting Joe" 
Hooker crossed the Rapidan, in-}

It was the execution of Rob- 
ert Gay of Clay County by order 
of court martial, on a charge of 
desertion. The following account 
1 of the affair relating the circum-

jis taken from а pamphlet pub- 


lished and extensively circulated | 


at the time. 

"Friday afternoon, a little aft- 
er three o'clock, оп the 27th 
day of March. 1863. Robert Gay, 
a member of Company D. Seven- 
ty-first Indiana Volunteers, was 

| shot by order of Court Martial, 
near Camp Morton, in this city 
(Indianapolis) for desertion. We 
believe this is the first execution 
for such an offense, or any mili- 
tary offense, in the West." 


The order of execution stated 
that “Private Robert Gay did, on 
or about the 5th day of Septem- 
ber, 1862, desert hi. company, 
his regiment, and the services of 
the United States, and did take 
the oath of allegiance to serve 
the enemy, to wit, the Confeder- 
ate States, so called, and to serve 
them faithfully against all their 
enemies or opposers whomso- 
ever." 

Explanation of the Case. 


It seems that Gay requested 
the privilege of taking the oath 
of allegiance to the confederacy, 
and came back home with the 
written oath sewed into his 
clothes “for perfect concealment 
showing that he knew exactly 


the nature of his act and the 
importance of evading detection. 
When arrested, General Carring- 
ton searched him and found the 
fatal document concealed in the 
leg of his pantaloons. There is, 
therefore, no room for sympathy 
or ground for doubt. He was fear- 
fully guilty . . . an intelligent 
man, and of fair attainments. He 
was consequently, entitled to less 
consideration than an ignorant or 
stupid man who might be sup- 
posed to know less of the real 
nature of his offense. In his last 
speech he urged in extenuation 
of his conduct that his health un- 
fitted him for a soldier's duties, 
and he was at that moment, just 
on the brink of death, in better 
health than he had ever been in 
his life. He said he did not feel 
able to do his duty, and took 
the oath of allegiance to the con- 
federacy in order that he might 
not, as a paroled prisoner, be 
exchanged and forced to return 
to the service, but get a chance 
to stay at home. His guilt he ad- 
mitted, but said it was the re- 
sult of thoughtlessness, and not 
a deliberate purpose to desert 
his country... ." 

Robert Gay came to Indiana 
from one of the river counties 
of Ohio. For a few years prior 
to his enlistment, he had been 
teaching school near Bowling 
Green, Clay County. After taking 
the fatal oath, he returned home 
to Clay County where he was 
arrested. He was about 27 years 
of age, rather above the average 
height, slender, and looked, as 
he said, by no means in robust 
health. He had no family or 
near relatives. 


Foils Would-Be Spectators. 


In order to avoid a large crowd 
of spectators who might create 
a disturbance and to avoid the 
possibility of an attempt at res- 
cue, of which a good many hints 
had been thrown out the day 
before by the Knights of the Gol- 
den Circle, the General first 
gave out that the execution would 
take place at 5 p.m. And to throw 
off guard those who might watch 
his movements for an intimation 


of the time, he kept a squad of 
cavalry at his headquarters with 
his horse ready saddled, as if 
about to start, during the whole 
afternoon, sent off an escort for 
the prisoner quietly by a back 
street,

Rebels 


According to the Adjutant 
General’s report dated Feb. 28, 


1862, there were 4,000 rebel 
prisoners confined in Indiana olis, 
800 in Lafayette and 500 at Terre 


Haute, “all placed in comfortable 
quarters, under safe guard. Their 
quarters were well-warmed with 
large heating stoves and have 
bunks furnished with clean straw. 

“They receive the same 
subsistence іл every respect as our 
own troops, consisting of full ra- 
tions of coffee, fresh bread, meat, 
beans, hominy, rice, potatoes, etc. 
.. indeed everything authorized by 
our Army Regulations. 

“Some have received blankets 
and clothing from the U.S. 
Quartermaster ... they are supplied 
with materials and are allowed to 
write brief letters to their friends 
and families under the inspection 
of those in command. The sick are 
placed in comfortable hospitals in 
good clean beds and receive proper 
subsistence and medical treatment 
from excellent physicians assisted 
by prisoners detailed as nurses.” 

It was brought to’ Governor 
Morton’s attention that about 300 
of the Fort Donelson captives were 
БаШу in need of clothing. He 
itelegraphed the Secretary of War 
for orders to have their needs 
supplied by the 1.5. 
Quartermaster at Indianapolis, 
and the order was given promptly.

There were several hundred of 
these prisoners, principally from 
Tennessee. After being paroled, a 
number of them remained here, 
some even enlisted in the Union 
Army. Two escaped from the guard, 
but were recaptured south of the 
city. A few of them died. They were 
buried in Woodlawn Cemetery. 

Another source states that “on 
Feb. 22 and 23, 1862, 3,700 
prisoners and some 80 officers 
arrived in Indianapolis. About 800 
were also quartered at Terre Haute 
in large warehouses.” 

The recruits of the 615% or 
“Second Irish” Regiment under Cok 
Bernard F. Mullen performed 
guard duty. Another lot of captives 
was sent to Lafayette. Тһе arrange- 
ments were only to be temporary, 
however, because all the prisoners 
were sent to Camp Morton. at 
Indianapolis between the middle 
and end of March 1862. 

Many of the Fort Donelson and 
Fort Henry rebel prisoners were 
sick on arrival in Indiana from the 
terrible exposure to which they had 
been subjected. Thinly clad and 
poorly fed, they were unac- 
customed: to the rigors of outdoor 
life in Hoosier winters. The prevail- 
ing diseases were pneumonia and 
diarrhea. 
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Ample hospital arrangements 
were made and everything that 
kindness or humanity could sug- 
gest was done to alleviate the 
distressing condition of the rebel 
prisoners. 

Тһе citizens of Indianapolis, 
Terre Haute and Lafayette 
responded to the calls for help from 
the authorities and furnished 
suitable nourishment, delicacies 
and attention. Despite all these 
efforts, however, the mortality rate 


.was frightful during the first 
months. 
АП who died were decently 


buried in plain wooden coffins, in 
public cemeteries and a record was 
made of their names, regiments, 
etc., for the information of relatives 
and friends. When the weather 
moderated and grew warm, a 
marked change took place in the. 
general health of the southern 
prisoners and relatively few deaths 
occurred. 

“Тһе exact whereabouts of the 
Confederate prison was difficult to 
pin down. An old newspaper clip- 
ping told of “the building where the 
Rebel prisoners of war were con- 
fined was in the Farrington & 
Krumbhaar pork house at about 
the 1800 block of South First 
Street." 

Another source Felted how ole 
“Uncle” Lemuel Austin used to tell 
of the prison camp for Confederate 
captives during the Civil War 
which was “on the east side of First 
Street, about three blocks south of 
Hulman, directly across the street 
from the present junk yard a 
nothing left but the foundation.” At 
the time Austin spoke of this, һе 
was a blind Union veteran living, on 
Arleth Street. 


There are hewn stone founda-: 


tions still in place for a large 
building, large enough to have been 
a warehouse over a century ago. 
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+ The property where the rebel 
prison was located during the Civil 
War was later known as the Scholz 
Heirs Subdivision. As far back as 
1874 the land from First to Second 
streets and from Idaho past 
McKeen streets was vacant and 
listed in the atlas as belonging to 
the Shutz family. z 

The 1895 atlas shows the land 
owned by William Scholz, and by 
the 1907 atlas, the plot of land was 
labeled Scholz Subdivision. From 
Idaho to McKeen the 172-by-196- 
foot section was divided into two 
45-foot lots and the rest left in one 
piece. 

Hahn's recollections of the rebel 
[Ле told of the “Бір slaughter 

ouse where about 1,000 southern 
soldiers were brought. At First and 
Main was located a hospital where 
wounded men were cared for." He 
recalled that a German youth was 
in this hospital and his father took 
soup over to his wounded friend. 
“Once I recall that Pa went home 
and got all of the soup, and I didn't 
get any." 

Word was being circulated that 
Morgan was coming our way. It so 
happened he changed his course, 
but later when local citizenry saw 
several hundred Confederates com- 
ing down the main thoroughfare, 
they thought that Morgan and his 
men had indeed arrived. 

Col. Mullin's official report of 
Feb. 27, 1862, mentions "the prison 
barracks are the pork houses and 
our buildings belonging to 
Williams’ company. The two 
warehouses were called Camp Har- 
rison."

CONFEDERATE VETERANS BURIED IN 
CROWN HILL CEMETERY, 
INDIANAPOLIS, INDIANA 


During the War Between the States (Civil War), 1,745 Confederate 
prisoners-of-war died at Camp Morton, and were buried in Green Lawn 
Cemetery (also known as the City Cemetery) in downtown Indianapolis. A 
monument listing the names of the deceased prisoners was placed in the 
cemetery. 


In 1928 through 1931, the burial location of the deceased prisoners-of-war 
was excavated, and 1,616 of the remains were placed in about 20 wooden 
boxes. The remains were reburied in the wooden boxes in Crown Hill 
Cemetery in a mass grave. 


The original monument listing the names from Green Lawn Cemetery was 
relocated to Garfield Park. The story is told that it was felt that it would be 
impossible to place the monument above the remains because of its’ weight. 


The monument subsequently placed at Crown Hill listed the soldiers as 
“Unknown”. 


In 1993, 10 new bronze plaques on granite monuments listing the soldiers’ 
names were placed by the United States Veterans Administration (see 
attached article “Confederate Memorial Lot to Be Rededicated in Public 
Ceremony”) and the plaque indicating “Unknown” on the monument at 
Crown Hill was covered up. The attached list is a copy of the names listed 
on the 10 plaques at Crown Hill Cemetery. 


The original monument is still in Garfield Park. It is in a very poor and 
declining condition. Efforts are being made now to correct this situation. 
Attached are copies of portions of the January and February, 1914 
“Confederate Veteran” magazine which lists the names of the prisoners-of- 
war that were buried at Green Lawn Cemetery.

Confederate Memorial Lot to Be 
Rededicated in Public Ceremony 


In February, 1862, the first of several 
thousand Confederate prisoners-of-war 
were marched through the north side of 
Indianapolis to Camp Morton following a 
long train ride from southern Tennessee. 
Many of these, and others who followed, 
died here over the next three years. 

In all, 1,745 Confederate soldiers died 
while confined at Camp Morton (located 
between Delaware and Central Streets and 
19th and 22nd Streets). All were originally 
buried at the City Cemetery situated on the 
near southwest side of the city. In 1931, 
1,616 of these southern soldiers—those not 
removed by loved ones to their homes fol- 
lowing the war—were reinterred at Crown 
Hill Cemetery. 

Since that date a large monument has 
marked the Confederate lot, but no 
specific soldier identification has marked 
the mass grave. This year that changes as 
ten bronze plaques mounted on granite 
bases and containing the veterans’ 
names, military units and dates of death 
will be placed at the grave site. This 
project was initiated and vigorously pur- 
sued by Stephen Staletovich, a member of 
the Indianapolis Police Department's 


mounted patrol. The casting of the bronze 
plaques was funded by the United States 
Veterans Administration. 

On Sunday, October 3, 1993, these 
monuments and the lot itself will be dedi- 
cated with full military ceremonies. The 
Old Guard memorial squad of the Indiana 
National Guard (including honor guard, 
black horse troop, caisson, and riderless 
horse) will lead a solemn parade from the 
Gothic Chapel to the grave site. Soil of each 
former Confederate state and the “Indian 
Territory" (Oklahoma) will be transported 
to the site. An escort of confederate 
reenactment personnel will participate in 
the march. i 

Services at the Confederate mound will 
be highlighted by music from the 74th Army 
Band from Ft. Benjamin Harrison and an 
address from Congressmen Andy Jacobs Jr., 
who was highly visible with his assistance in 
making this memorial possible. 

The public is encouraged to be present 
for these historic ceremonies scheduled to 
begin at 1:30 p.m. on October 3rd. A recep- 
tion at the Gothic Chapel will immediately 
follow the address and placement of “na- 
tive soil” and floral wreath.

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CONFEDERATE DEAD BURIED IN INDIANA. 


The following is a list of inscriptions on bronze tablets on 
the monument for Confederate soldiers aud sailors who, while 
prisoners of war, died at Camp Morton, Indianapolis, Ind., 
and were there buried, in Green Lawn Cemetery, Where the 
branch of service is not given, it is usually infantry.

When on December 20, 1913, Col. S. A. Cunningham, editor 
and owner of the CoNFEDERATE VETERAN, was called to a higher 
and nobler life, the Association suffered an irreparable loss. 
He will be more missed in the work and mission of the 
Association than any member of it. 

His sudden death, the sad circumstances surrounding his 
demise, and the sudden end to his noble and unselfish work 
have saddened the hearts of every man and woman in the 
entire Sonthland. 

He was a brave, unselfish, and patriotic soldier. His heart 
was full of pride in the achievements of the men who followed 
the Confederate flag, and none appreciated more than he the 
glorious history of the women of the South nor understood 
better than he the trials, sufferings, patience, sorrows, and 
want which made the mothers, wives, and sisters of the South 


the most glorious type of womanhood of which history has 
kept record. 

For more than twenty years he has been diligently, and 
with no thought of self and with no sparing of sclf, giving his 
life to gathering the details of what the soldiers and women of 
the Confederate States did to win from fate national life and 
independence. With highest ideals ever before him, he worked 
with incessant patience and unflagging zeal. The vindication 
of the principles for which the South fought and the true 
story of the valor, courage, and sufferings of its armies became 
the great passion of his life.

When the shadows of death crossed his vision, he made 
preparations to continue for the benefit of the United Confed- 
erate Veterans this great periodical. The life of the Conrep- 
ЕКАТЕ VETERAN is thus assured. 

He looked with sharpest grief at the contingency of the 
CONFEDERATE VETERAN'S dying before the last Confederate sol- 
dier was summoned, and nothing can be more beautiful or 
pathetic than this last tribute to his people and his comrades.
